Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 16, the prior art of record has not taught, either individually or in 
combination, and together with all other claimed features, that the caller history is divided into a 
first portion of the caller history and a second portion of the caller history, wherein the first 
portion and the second portion each hold a substantially equal amount of the caller history, and 
comparing the callers in the first portion of the caller history to the callers in the second portion 
of the caller history. 

Regarding claims 26 and 37, the prior art of record has not taught, either individually or 
in combination, and together with all other claimed features, that the caller history is divided into 
a first portion of the caller history and a second portion of the caller history, wherein the first 
portion and the second portion are each operable to hold an equal amount of the caller history, 
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and comparing the callers in the first portion of the caller history to the callers in the second 
portion of the caller history.
